BRUSSELS (WNS)—An investigation 


committee of the 


Jewish Diamond Merchants Club in Antwerp has accused seven- 
teen Jewish diamond merchants of dealing with Germany and 
have recommended their expulsion from the trade organization. 


Following expulsion, representatives of the Jewish community 
adopted a resolution excommunicating the accused. Under the 
excommunication order the men are prohibited from entering 
houses of worship and are barred from being buried in Jewish 


eemeteries. 


(When news of the development reached New York, Jack 
Zigman, president of the Diamond Dealers Club of New York, 
declared his organization would make a similar investigation 
here. The Club, he said, had recently adopted a resolution that 
members of the organization dealing with Germany would be 


expelled. 


The investigation is still in progress.) 





Non-Jew Seeks $10,000 On Claim 
Slandered By Label ‘White Jew’ 


COBOURG, Canada—-A non-Jewish school trustee sought $10,- 
000 this week in a suit charging a township council official had 
glandered him by calling him a “white Jew.” 

The trustee was Arnold Lever of Smithfield, who filed the suit 
against Frank George, the reeve of Brighton township. 


Lever charged that George call- 
a his a “cheap ” and 
a “white Jew” and that a fire 
for which Lever collected insur- 
gnee was “convenient.” 


The charges grew out of a 
March 30 ratepayers (taxpayers) 
meeting at which 160 persons 
wet to elect a school trustee. Sev- 
eral of those who attended the 
meeting testified before Justice 
K. Mackay of the Ontario Su- 


preme Court. 

Which fs An Insult? 
Lever was among the first to 
wstify. He said that during de- 
bate on the election of a trustee, 
George called him a Jew. 


Lever testified that he said “T 
would like you té understand that 
lam not a Jew.” He said the re- 
eve replied, “I still say you are a

wig,” Lever testified. 


Lever then quoted George as 
saying that “there are white Jews 
and black Jews and you are a 
white one.”

NEW YORK—Rabbis in Rumania who protested against 
orders from Jewish Communists to deliver anti-Israel sermons 
on the High Holy Days were threatened with death, the Morning 
JOURNAL, Orthodox Yiddish Daily, reported in a dispatch from 
Bucharest last week. 

The rabbis were compelled to deliver the sermons, in which 
the State of Israel, Zionism and the World Jewish Congress 
were denounced as fascist institutions inciting a third worlé war. 

The dispatch said that when the rabbis delivered the ser- 
mons on Yom Kippur, there was bitter weeping in the syna- 
gogues and most of the worshippers left as soon as the sermons 
started. They ran to cemeteries, where they wept over the fate 
that had overtaken them, according to the dispatch.

The new committee apparently 
superseded a committee on multi- 
ple funds set up by the Jewish 
Agency last spring and headed 
by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chair- 
man of the American section. 
(NJP May 8). 

Goldmann’s committee was 
given instructions to seek elimin- 
ation of unauthorized campaigns 
put there were no indications of 
effective action, despite a public 
stand of support from the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds, which also has 
a committee on multiple cam- 
paigns. 

A spokesman for the Jewish 
Agency said that all organiza- 
tions planning to raise funds for 
Israel next year should submit 
applications to the Agency office 
in New York. 

He said those applications will 
be forwarded, with recommenda- 
tions, to the Jerusalem office 
where a final check will be made 
on the validity of the application. 
In Jerusalem, also, the proposed 
fund drive will be either approved 
or rejected. 

The spokesman said the sys- 
tem had been set up in response 
to many requests by representa- 
tives of U.S. Jewish communities 
and welfare funds, the only refer- 
ence in the announcement to the 
CJFWF, which represents the 
US. Jewish community’s federa- 
tions and welfare funds. 

Agency Is Confident 

The spokesman said the Jewish 
Agency was “confident” that the 
US. Jewish community would 
give maximum support ‘only to 
those campaigns which are au- 
thorized by the Jewish Agency’s 
committee.” 

There was no indication as 

to what action the new com- 
mittee would take about or- 
ganizations which decline to 
file requests for authorization, 
other than a threat of publi- 
ting such refusals. 

The threat was made in the 
statement that “the Jewish Ag- 
eney will urge the contributing 
Public to withhold contributions 
from non-authorized campaigns 
for Israe].” 

When It Happened 

“Establishment of the commit- 
tee was decided upon by the 
Jewish Agency in Jerusalem fol- 
ng a conference held in Tel 


Aviv last Aug. 25-26 by repre- 
sentatives of the Government of 
Israel, the Agency and major 
American fund-raising and coord- 
inating organizations,” the 
spokesman said. 

“The committee calls upon all 
organizations which request au- 
thorization for campaigns in be- 
half of Israel in 1950 to submit 
detailed financial data and to pro- 
vide evidence as to the validity 
of the proposed campaigns,” he 
said, disclosing that the commit- 
tee has already prepard “stan- 
dard application forms.” 


Agency OKs JDC 
Move Inio Israel

TEL AVIV, Israel—The finance 


committee of the Jewish Agency 
gave approval this week to a 
Joint Distribution Committee 
proposal for operating a number 
of philanthropic projects in Is- 
rael. 

The projects will represent the 
first entry of the JDC, one of the 
major constituents of the United 
Jewish Appeal, into the Israel 
scene. 

The JDC originally operated as 
a non-Zionist agency, concerned 
during the past ten years mainly 
with the tasks of rehabilitating 
the remnants of Hitler’s holo- 
caust. 

As the DP camps neared dis- 
solution with the resettlement of 
most European Jews in Israel 
and some in other countries, the 
JDC began shifting its efforts 
in the direction of the downtrod- 
den Jews in Moslem lands. 





CJFWF Finally Participating 
In Talks On 1950 UJA Contract

NEW YORK—Actual participation by the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds in negotiations on the 1950 United 
Jewish Appeal is underway, it was learned this week. 

The CJFWF, representing the U.S. Jewish community’s 265 
federations and welfare funds, has been pressing for more than a 


year for an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in sucn planning. 

Last month the boards of the 
United Palestine Appeal and of 
the Joint Distribution Committee, 
the two largest constituent ag- 
encies of the UJA, bowed to 
CJFWF demands that it be in- 
cluded in negotiations. 

First Meeting Sept. 20 

The first meeting of the JDC 
and the UPA to negotiate on the 
1950 UJA contract was held Sept. 
20, it was learned, with repre- 
sentatives of the CJFWF sitting 
in for the first time. 


It was learned that the CJFWF 
representatives were presenting 
the position of the local welfare 
funds, which serve as the med- 
ium for fund collections in UJA 
drives, but the CJFWF is not 
actually voting on the various 
contract provisions. 

The main point in the annual 
negotiations is to determine what 
percentages shall go to the con- 
stituent agencies from the total 
fund collections in each annual 
UJA drive. The third constituent 
agency of the national UJA is 
the United Service for New Am- 
ericans. 

Direct Talks With UJA 

A meeting on Sept. 19 was 
held between a CJFWF commit- 
tee and officers of the UJA which 
discused procedures for assuring 
arrangements for the best pos- 
sible cooperation for the 1950 
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campaign, it was also learned. 
The meetin® adjourned on an 
informal understanding that when 
the UJA runs into questions of 
community relationship which it 
cannot resolve, it will refer the 
problem to the CJFWF for help.

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Calling ‘A Conference Not The Answer 


UR GOOD friend Al Segal, author of the 

famous column “Plain Talk,” takes a 
“very sane attitude toward David Ben-Gurion’s 
recent statement calling American Jewish youth 
to Israel even against the wishes of their par- 
ents, and then recommends in conclusion that 
a plenary conference of all American Jews, 
Zionists and non-Zionists and anti-Zionists be 
called to settle the matter of the relationship of 
U.S. Jewry to Israel. 

This suggestion sounds like good statesman- 
ship but it is based on two fallacies, one of 
which was the fundamental cause of the failure 
of the American Jewish conference. 

Mr. Segal’s first mistake is in believing that 
the American Council for Judaism is really 
and fundamentally concerned over the ques- 
tion of Israel and our relationship to it. That 
is not so. The elemental reason why the Coun- 
cil objects to Israel is because it is Jewish. 
Were the question of Israel to be solved im- 
mediately once and for all, the Council would 
divert its fight against Jewish all-day schools. 
Later on, that fight would be against Jewish 
community centers. That is, if the Council 
finds enough fear projects on which to keep 
its organization alive. 

If you believe this is only Council -baiting, 
then recall that before its last convention, when 
it seemed actually that the problems connected 
with Israel’ were about to be resolved as far as 
the U. S. Jewish community was concerned, 
the Council began talking of a program of 


work within the American Jewish community. 

Mr. Segal’s second mistake, and it is one 
which The Post has itself made on past occa- 
sions, is that conferences in themselves can 
resolve questions. There first must be a crys- 
tallization of feeling by the community itself, 
from which will stem a public opinion which, 
with or without a conference, will make itself 
felt in clear and direct attitudes and action. 

The American Jewish Conference flounder- 
ed because—although its mechanics were dem- 
ocratic—there was not enough democracy in 
the American Jewish community and in its or- 
ganizations as such for the Conference to be 
representative and effective. 

So it is with all involved and complex ques- 
tions facing the American Jewish community. 
These will first have to be kicked around on 
the local level until some feeling one way or 
another becomes predominant. Then action 
may be taken, and that action will have the 
support of the majority of the Jewish com- 
munity and consequently be carried out and 
have some meaning and be effective. 

This is the lesson which our national Jewish 
organizations are learning, even if slowly. 

All this is to the good. Mr. Segal, too, I'm 
sure, will approve. Only those who formerly 
retained control merely by making a speech or 
issuing a statement will object. 

The time when the American Jewish com- 
munity could be railroaded one way or another 


has passed. 


Open the Jewish Country Club to All of the Community 


HE EDITOR of the Beth-El (Hammond, 

Ind.) Weekly Bulletin vigorously urges the 
Jewish communities of the Calumet region to 
purchase a country club for use as a com- 
munity center” or Jewish country club. The 
editor lists only the sports possibilities from 
golf to ice skating to turkish baths and mas: 
sages, and then states that a prerequisite for 
membership would be affiliation with a Temple 
or synagogue. 

Whether the club is purchased or not is not 
the point of this editorial What The Post 
wants to point out is that country clubs as 
they are known in our Jewish communities 
serve to divide the community between rich 
and poor. 

In the general community, or even in large 
Jewish centers like St. Louis, or Detroit, or 
larger, this division is not so harmful. But in 
a small community like Indianapolis or Louis- 
ville, a Jewish country club creates an unnec- 
essary dichotomy. 

The Jewish country club might be explained 
today from the positive viewpoint that Jews 
like to be together naturally since they have 
common interests, and therefore organize coun- 
try clubs. But the real motivation behind the 
Jewish country clubs in existence today is that 
Jews were refused admittance to other country 
clubs and were forced therefore to organize 
their own clubs. It is rather anomalous that it 
was and is these same founders of Jewish 
country clubs who contend that Jews should 
integrate themselves into the general com- 
munity and not segregate and ghettoize them- 
selves. ; 


The Post is not unaware of the facts of life. 
The poor we will always have with us. The 
Post simply feels that Jews need not ape all 
the harmful characteristics of the non-Jewish 
environment. 

The Jewish country club should be thrown 
open to all members of the community, not 
merely to those who can afford to pay large in- 
itiation fees and high membership dues. 

Obviously, this cannot be done all at once, 
but there is no reason why on certain days, the 
country club facilities should not be open to 
all Jews. This privilege need not be free, but 
the fee should be only enough to provide for 
the use of the golf course or the tennis courts 
or the swimming pool, as the case may be. 

To the objection that the facilities are al- 
ready too overcrowded for such an open door 
policy, there is the answer that for the present 
at least such a policy would apply only to the 
days on which the club’s facilities normally 
would not be used extensively. 

Both in Louisville and Indianapolis, where 
the Jewish population is just under 10,000, there 
has been talk of organizing a country club for 
Jewish families with middle claSs incomes. At- 
lanta, another smaller Jewish community, has 
three Jewish clubs, no solution either, but many 


Jewish communities with three or four times as 


many Jews as Atlanta have only one club. 

Whatever is done by the Jewish communi- 
ties of Hammond, Gary and East Chicago, it 
is to be hoped that some arrangement is made 
so that even the poorest Jew who likes to play 
golf, or swim, or play tennis may be able to 
use the facilities. 


The Organic Community Possible In Large Jewish Centers 


F YOU read behind the report in last week’s 
I paper of the mail vote being made in 
Pittsfield, Mass., to record that Jewish com- 
munity’s decision in connection with the estab- 
lishment of an organic community, you'll un- 
drestand that this is the trend for the Jewish 
communities of the future. 

The Post’s intensive coverage of the Pasa- 
dena Jewish community’s experience with an 
organic community gave you detailed informa- 
tion on what the movement is and why it has 
evolved and what its strengths and weaknesses 
are. . 

In the view of The Post, the organic com- 
munity automatically solves many of the con- 
flicts distressing Jewish communities today. 

But so far, although many communities are 
slowly evolving toward what will eventually 
emerge as an organic community, there is no 
indication of any real movement in such direc- 
tion in communities where there is more than 
one rabbi. 

But that does not mean that because there 


are two congregations and two rabbis, an or- 
ganic community is impossible. For if the or: 
ganic community is to be the pattern of the 
future, then it will have to resolve this prob- 
lem. 

It will be resolved, but it is the most dif- 
ficult of all. It will be resolved on the basis of 
the old kehillahs in Europe, in which the rabbis 
were employed by the community as such, 
though ministering only to the wing of Judaism 
to which they belonged. 

So the next step in the development will be 
when a community with two strong rabbis 
makes the final commitment to an organic com- 
munity. No doubt this will come about when 
one or both of the pulpits happen to be vacant, 
for under the normal system of competition be- 
tween the three wings of Judaism, it seems 
hardly possible that the rabbis would be willing 
to submit to a system so untried that their hold 
on their own congregations—or on the com- 
munity, if they happened to dominate the com- 
munity as a whole—might be imperilled.

Israel Gives $50,000 
For Arab Refugees 


LAKE SUCCESS—The Gov. 
ernment of Israel has made avail. 
able $50,000 worth of supplies 
for the relief of the Palestinian 
Arabs made homeless by the 
Arab invasion of Palestine, it 
was disclosed this week. 

Moshe Sharett, Foreign Min 
ister of Israel, notified Secretary 
General Trygve Lie of the United 
Nations that the contribution 
was made through the UN Relief 
forPalestine Refugees. 

Sharett said that he regretted 
the fact that Israel could not 
make a larger contribution but 
said that in addition to the fin. 
ancial costs of handling incom- 
ing Jewish refugees, Israel had 
to make a special appropriation 
to rehabilitate some 25,000 Arabs 
already re-admitted to Israel.

Action was withheld when a 
hearing on the request for a tem- 
porary restraining order against 
the JCRS was suspended and 
both sides told to work out tneir 
dispute privately. 

Lots Of It Here 

Judge Botein, in issuing the 
ban, said it apeared that almost 
half the anual total income of 
the JCRS had been connected in 
New York State. 

The injunction was sought by 
a splinter group on the JCRS 
board who claimed that patients 
were not getting proper care. 

Judge Botein, however, said he 
was granting tine injunction sole- 
ly on legal grounds. He said he 
would not discuss or consider 
the other charges. 

Mitchell S. Fisher, counsel for 
the JCRS said he was satisfied 
with the fact that the injunction 
had been granted only on the 
ground that the JCRS allegedly 
was not properly authorized to 
solicit funds in New York State. 

They'll Fix It 

Fisher said the JCRS had filed 
an amended certificate to remove 
the technical violation. 

Hornbein, in his statement to 
The Post, said that no new action 
was planned currently to fight 
the ban and expressed the opin- 
ion that the amended certificate 
would be approved, requiring no 
further action. 

Hornbein said that the papers 
filed in New York had not 
specifically empowered the 
JCRS to collect funds in New 
York, though such collections 
have been made for the past 
40 years. 

Since the charges against the 
hospital could not be sustained, 
he said, he believed the ban 
would be revolked as soon as the 
necessary changes have been ap- 
proved in the papers.
